AN AGREEMENT REACHED. 


The New Schedute Signed and All Par- 


ties Well Pleased. 

Washington, February 27.—After a con- 
ference, lasting three days, between Trird 
Vice President Baldwin, of the Southern 
raitway, 
employes’ organizations that are mainly in- 
terested in the new schedule of rates pro- 
posed by the Scuthern railway, an agree- 
ment was reached this afternoon after a 
very harmonious discussion of the schedule 
in all its phases. This schedule was signed 
by the men tonight at the office of Mr. 
Baldwin, and it practically remains as it 
was first offered, with some modifications 
of the rules in instances where it. was 
pointed out to mr. Baldwin that the men 
thought they should be differently pre- 
scribed. The schedule will go into effect 
May Ist on all the lines of the Southern 
railway; and in case either side should 
wish to make a change in the future sixty 
days’ notice to the other party- will be re- 
quired. 

All the members of the board expressed 
themselves as pleased with the courteous 
manner in which they were treated by Mr, 
Baldwin and the ready acquiescence with 
which he iooked into every objection made 
by them to the rules of the schedule that 
in their opinion were not just to them.

SETTLEMENT IMPOSSIBLE 


On the Basis Offered by the Electrical 
Contractors to the Strikers. 

New York, February 27.—The attempted 
settlement of the strike of the electrical 
workers and those of other trades that 
struck through sympathy, by the state 
board of mediation and arbitration failed 
completely at the meeting toiday at the 
Broadway Central hotel, 

President Strong and Secretary E. 8. 
eKefer, of the Electrical Contractors’ Asso- 
ciation, were before the board nearly two 
hours. President Strong gave a long state- 
ment of the facts relating to the strike as 
viewed by the contractors, The board offer- 
ed their services to the mediators and 
President Strong said the following was the 
ultimatum of the contractors’ association: 

“That the strikers return to work imme- 
diately, before the contractors would dis- 
cuss arbitration or mediation. The state 
of things previous to February 15th, when 
the strike began, must be restored, and 
then the contractors would only treat on a 
basis of granting eight hours a day after 
May 15th.” 

After Messrs. Strong and Keefer had left, 
the walking delegates, who had been wait- 
ing in the corridors, were admitted. When 
they were informed of the ultimatum of the 
contractors they said a settlement of the 
strike was impossible on that basis, 


The Application Denied. 

Albany, N. Y., February 27.-—Attorney 
General Hancock has denied the applica- 
tion of George Rice that he (the attorney 
general) bring an action to annul] the 
charter of the Standard Oil Company be- 
cause principally that it was a trust. 
The application was made several months 
azo and at the hearing T. C. Crain ap- 
peared for the applicant and Joseph H. 
Choate for the Standard Oil Company. 

Drops His Contest, 

Columbia, S. C., February 27,—(Special,)— 
Lawson TD. Melton, of this city, who ran 
as a republican against Stanyarne Wilson 
for congress in this, the fourth district, 
last fall and filed notice of a contest, has 
failed to make any effort to procure evf- 
dence, The time for taking testimony ex- 
pired on February 5th, The contest has 
therefore been practically abandoyed.

An International Conference Will 
Not Check the Great Crusade. 


MR. MILLS HAS FEW FOLLOWERS 


Big Indians Ask Carter Tate to Accept a 
Judg-ship in tne Territory, But 
tie Likes Congress. 


Washington, February 27.—(Special.)—The 
silver men in congress welcome the defeat 
of the Gorman interest-bearing certificate 
amendment to the sundry civil bill in the 
senate today. They would have welcomed 
the Mills amendment, but the point of order 
killed that. The silver men are feeling very 
chipper these days and are preparing for a 
conference this week. It is intended to be 


simply in the nature of a caucus of all those 


interested in the free coinage of silver and 
to be confined to that one subject. It is 
not the purpese to form a nev party, nor to 
separate any one from his party, but to 
have a thorough discussion of the ques- 
tion and to Jay the feundationsgor an or- 
ganization, so as to secure hited action 
on the part of all who believe in free and 
unlimited cotnage at 16 to 1. The proposi- 
tion to establish the crganization in every 
State and county witm a national commit- 
tee to look out for the interests of silver. 
will probably be discussed, but the forma- 
tion of a partysdistinct from all the other 
parties will be left for future development, 
the course depending upon the action of 
either or both the old parties on this ques- 
tion, 

Some of the silver men are anxious to 
prepare a comprehensive address or pronun- 
ciamento with a long series of articles of 
faith on al! political questions, but this is 
contrary tc the general spirit and purpose 
of the contemovlaied conf+rence. It is be- 
lieved by the silver leaders that a silver 
party will ultimately have to be formed 
unless they can capture one of the old par- 
tics, but it is recognized that there is a 
possibility of an entire change in the situa- 
tion before 18%, the earliest time when 
any political organization could be effected. 
The adoption of the Everett resolution in 
the British house of commons, coming as 
it does quickly upon the heels of the resolu- 
tions adopted in the German reichstag, is 
regarded by silver men as significant and 
promising. It is believed that this action 
will lead to the adoption of the Wolcott 
a “ment te the sundry ciyil Dill, desig. 
nating the manner in which the president 
may select delegatcs to the national con- 
ference, if one is called, and there is some 
hope that in the rapid progress of events 
the whole question may be settled by an 
irternational conference, either with or 
without the consent of Englond, before the 
next presidential contest comes on. 

Push the Fight. 

However, some of the silver men take no 
stock in this international conference talk. 
One of them said this morning: ‘‘We shall 
make a serious mistake if we permit this 
matter of an international conferetice, 
though apparently forced by the growing 
power of silver, to swerve us in the slight- 
est in this country from the path we k ¢ 
chosen. Our duty is plain. We have set 
Out to r ‘péilitate silver without regard to 
other nations, and all of our plans and per- 
furmances must be strictly along that line. 
I don’t mean to say that we should reject 
outside assistance when offered in sincerity 
and in practical form. We desire and so- 
licit that. But we should not be induced 
to stop and parley about matters purely 
theoretical. We contend that this govern- 
ment alone can take the initiative jin re- 
turning to free coinage and I think we have 
about convinced other nations of that fact. 
The result is that the goid men, having 
no other card to play and hoping for some 
advantage from delay, are now consenting 
to another solemn pow-wow. Well, let it 
come. But don’t let anything of importance 
so far as our efforts are concerned, depend 
upon the results. We should move right 
along in the direction of making free coin- 
age the one issue for 1896, and perfect our 
organization with that one end in view. If, 
meanwhile, silver shall have gained any- 
thing at the conference, well and good. 
We can utili whatever it may be in our 
national campaign. But if another dis- 
agreement should result or some action be 
taken tantamcunt to a still further post- 
ponement of the question, then no harm 
would come to us. What we should keep 
in view is the fact that, with or without 
foreign sympathy and co-operation, the 
time has come for action. If the gold men, 
and I suspect them of the intention, can 
succeed in tiding over matters until after 
next year’s presidential contest and array 
the two old parties against each other again 
on other issues, then the cause of silver 
will certainly be lost for this century and 
may be for twenty years of the next. The 
gcld power has been getting stronger after 
each of its victories, and if another lease 
is given it there is no telling how strongly 
it may become intrenched.” 

No Relief This Session. 

There will be no financial legislation of 
any kind during this session. 
of such passed with today. All the finan- 
cial amendments to the sundry civil bill 
offered in the senate were eliminated this 
afternoon. Th@ elimination, however, 
came after a three hours’ debate, jn which 
Senator Gorman took occasion to square 
himself for his work last session in in- 
creasing tariff duties. Mills jumped on 
the recent bond issue and there was all- 
round cross-firing and speaking on finance. 

The administration senators oppused 
Gorman's interest bearing treasury certifi- 
cate amendment because Mr. Cleveland is 
against it, and the silver men opposed it 
because they are against any further issue 
of interest-bearing debt on the part of the 
government.

The elimination of these financial amend- 
ments ends all financial discussion, and 
now there will be no difficulty in congress 
getting through with its work and being 
ready to adjourn at noon on Monday next. 
The time which would have been taken in 
talking finance will now, perhaps, go to 
increasing appropriations, and when ada- 
journment is had next Monday it may be 
found that the epidemic of extravagance 
which is raging in congress now will have 
led this congress to outdo Reed’s ‘“‘billion- 
dollar’ congress. Already the amounts 
in the various bills added to those in the 
bills passed at the last session, foot up 
$990,000,000, and if the senate has a good 


chance it will add more than $,0,000,000 to 


the amount during the few remaining days. 

Chairman Sayres, of the house appropri- 
ation committee, will strenuously fight ‘all 
these extravagant appropriations, but he 
will find it hard to stem the tide. He is 
particularly vigorous in his opposition to 
the $5,000,000 sugar bounty claim of the 
Louisiana people, and to the million or 
more dollars for French spoliation claims 
which the senate has added to one of the 
bills. The chances are that the house may 
defeat both of these, but there are many 
other large appropriations which will slip 
through. However, Chairman Sayres and 
the house leaders become vicious when 
any one predicts that the totals will be al- 
lowed to run above a billion dollars. 

Mahone'’s Lot Still on the Market. 

The house after adopting several con- 
ference reports, struggled with the new 
printing office bill today. The ght is over 
the selection of a site for the building, Ex- 
Senator Mahone has the site which is be. 
ing most strongly urged, but the house 
would not accept it and the whole matter 
goes over to the next congress. During 
the debate Representative English caused 
a great laugh by suggesting that if the 
house would pass a resolution to pay all 
of Mahone’s notes there, perhaps, would 
not be such pressure to buy the lot. 

The Indians Admire Tate. 

A bill has just passed congress providing 
for two new district judges for United 
States courts in the Indian Territory. For 
these two new judges must be appointed. 
For several months a delegation of chiefs 
and citizens of the territory l@ve been 
here urging on the bill. When it became 
a law they met and unanimously decided 
to request the president to appoint as judge 
of one of these courts Representative Car- 
ter Tate, of Georgia. The delegation called 
upon Mr. Tate today and told him of their 
decision. Naturally Mr, Tate was much 
gratified at the honor thus bestowed upon 
him, but he notified the delegation that he 
was satisfied with his seat in congress, 
and hoped they would not insist upon hig 
appointment. It was a high compliment 
to Mr. Tate, but he likes congress better 
than a federal judgeship, though the sal- 
ary of the latter is the same as a congress 
man-—$5,000 a year—and he wiil remain in 
congress perhaps for many years, Cer- 
tainly he has been a hard worker and has 
made a good member. Besides the two 
judges to be appointed, there are two dis- 
trict attorneys to be nominated by the 
president for these federal courts. 
be that Colonel Tom Cabaniss will be ap- 
pointed either a judge or a district attor- 
ney, but should he not be provided for in 
one of these places it is quite certain the 
president will tender him some good. ap- 
pointment. 

Colonel Len Sticks to It. 


Colonel Livingston went before the sen- 
ate committee on apprepriations today 
about the amendment to the legislative 
bill providing for an extra month's 
clerks to members. He told the committee 
that his object was to enable members to 
retain their clerks for an extra month 
order that they could send off all 
seeds and documents to their constituents. 
He wanted this understood, he told the 
comymfttee, otherwise the amendment 
should be stricken: out. Colonel Living- 
ston has been very much criticised about 
his amendment, but he sticks to his posi- 
tion that for the purpose he intended it it 
is the right and proper thing.

Subscriptions for the Bonds Amount- 
ed to #590,000,000, 

Wondon, February 27.--The Pall Mall Ga- 
zefte says that the applicants for the new 
American bonds receivéd letters of allot- 
ment today, embracing larger amounts 
than they had expected to receive. 
small applicants, The Gazette says, re- 
ceived about 2 per cent more than they 
were led to believe they would get and the 
larger applicants from 5 to 15 pér cent 
in excess of their applications. 

Notwithstanding this statement {[t is a 
fact that some applicants for large 
amounts, who had sold bonds in expecta- 
tion of receiving substantial allotments, 
are disappointed at the amounts they have 
received and there has been among them 
some eager buyers of bonds, in order to 
keep their engagements. 

It is learned from reliable sources that 
the subscriptions to the loan in London 
amounted to $590,000,000.

WEARY OF THE WAR 


China Is Exceediagly Anxious to Haye 
the Fighting Stopped. 


SHE ADMITS THAT SHE HAS FAULTS, 


And She Realizes That She Must 
Suffer for Her Mistakes. 


DEPENDING ON THE OTHER NATIONS 


it Is Expected That the Great Powers 
Will Not Permit Jepan to Subja- 
gate the Entire Empire.

»@ispatch from Peking says that an in- 


terview was obtained with Prince Kung at 


| the close of the meeting of the privy coun- 


cil in that city, his fellow councillors re- 
maining and acquiescing in what the 
prince said. Prince Kung remarked that 
Japan had seized Corea and made the 
Corean troubles a pretext for war. The 
disputes, however, could easily have been 
settled peaceably. He admtited that China 
had faults; that the war had been man- 
aged unwisely and that some of her 
officers were unfit and incompetent. 

For these disadvantages China must suf- 
fer. He expressed himself as ignorant of 
what Japan wanted or why she was fight- 
ing. Upon being told that Japan probably 
of the territory she had 
conquered, together with 4,000,000 taels in- 
demnity, Prince Kung said he questioned 
very seriously whether it would be pos- 
sible for her to make such a claim, adding: 

“China stands upon principle and Japan 
upon power. China knows that she is weak 
from a military point of view, and has 
therefore concluded that her only option 
is to sue for peace. She has sent envoys 
for that purpose to consult with repre- 
sentatives of Japan and to agree to pay 
indemnity. China’s purpose is sincere. If 
Japan will meet her in a friendly spirit the 
conclusion of peace will be possible. If 
her demands are exorbitant China will 
continue to fight.’’ 

Replying to the suggestion that China 
must expect continued defeats, Prince 
Kung put these queries: “Can Japan over- 
run all of our provinces? Will heaven per- 
mit it? Will the other nations acquiesce 
in it? If China is wrong,’ he concluded, 
“she is willing to suffer.” 

The foregoing utterances of Prince Kung 
undoubtedly express the general sentiment 
ef the council. It was the dowager em- 
press and Prince Kung who nominated Li 
Hung Chang es peace envoy, the other 
members of the council agreeing to the

LA LIBERTAD ALL RIGHT. 


Rough Weather Prev ented the Vessel 
from Participating in the Carnival. 

New Orleans, February 27.—The Mexican 
warship La Libertad, which yesterday had 
been given up as lost by the local Mexican 
consul, is at present safely anchored about 
twenty miles below the passes. 

Early this morning rumors were circu- 
lated in the city that the ship was aground 
forty miles below the passes, but no defi- 
nite news could be secured until 10 o'clock, 
when the Grand Isle train arrived in the 
city. On board were the second engineer,

left Verd Cruz about a month ago to par- 
ticipate in the carnival festivities.

Fortunately the weather had 
calmed down, and the ship being a con- 
siderable distance west from the main 
pass, a bee-line was first made for Grand 
Isle. When land came in sight, by the 
help of sails and ores, the southwest pass 
lighthouse was reached after one day and 
one night of hard work. Here some rest 
was taken by the men, who finally, three 
days after leaving the ship, reached the 
main pass. Then Penedo and Lopez 
made their way to the Grand Isle road and 
boarded the next train for the city. 

La Libertad had been frequently seen in 
New Orleans and her officers are well 
known here.

A MILLION-DOLLAR BLAZE. 


Halifax Visited by the Fire Fiend 
Yesterday Morning. 

Halifax, N. S., February 27.—Fire startea 
just after 10 o’clock this morning in the 
large shed at the outer end of the deep 
water wharf. A strong north wind was 
blowing, which fanned the flames into fury, 
and in a short time it was seen that the 
shed, wharf and elevator chute were 
doomed. Part of the contents of the shed 
on the upper part of the wharf were re- 
moved, but the contents of the outer shed 
were nearly all lost. It consisted of mer- 
chandise for and from steamers, the steam- 
er Indrani having discharged a quantity 
of goods last night for points in the west. 
In & short time fully a dozen houses were 
ablaze.

yend control. Fortunately there are no 
steamers at the deep water terminus..

IMPRISONED IN A MINE. 


Forty Miners Baried Alive by an Ex- 
plosion. 

Cerrilos, N, M., February 27.—A disastrous 
mining. accident was reported from White 
Ash, three miles from here, this afternoon, 
Enough is known to show that many lives 
have been lost, At 4 o’clock p, m., eleven 
bodies had been taken out, The accident oc- 
curred this morning in the mines of the 
Santa Fe Company, It was caused by an 
explosion. At that hour the employes at 
the entrance to the mine heard a terrilic 
roar, followed by the ground trembling, A 
dense volume of smoke poured from the 
entrance, making it impossible to enter 


until it had partially cleared. 

There were forty men in the mine when 
the explosion took place at 3 o’clock p, m 

The first intimation of the disaster was a 
muffled roar and clouds of smoke and dust 
rolling from the mouth of the mine, Nearly 
300 men are employed in the mine but only 
forty were at work when the explosion oc- 
curred, Only eleven escaped alive and some 
of them may die yet. 

Twenty-eight dead bodies have been taken 


from the mine and it is doubtful if these 


remaining are alive, Relays of men have 
been working heroically all day to reach 
those who are still imprisoned in the mine, 
but little progress can be made on account 
of the gas which permeates every shaft 
and overpowers the workers in a short time. 


Up to 4 o’clock those on the inside could 


be heard trying to work their way out from 
the caved-in mine, but as nothing has been 
heard since then the imprisoned men, mM 
all probability, have succumbed to the dead- 
ly gas. 

The scene at the mouth of the shaft after 
the explosion was heart-rending, Men curs- 
ed, while women cried and prayed for fa- 
thers, husbands and brothers who were en- 
tombed alive or brought up dead. One wo- 
man, supposing her husband to have been 
killed, tried to commit suicide by throwing 
herself in front of a moving train, Her 
husband was afterward rescued alive and 
the reaction from insane grief to delirious 
joy was nearly fatal, The mine was known 
to be badly ventilated and full of bad air 
and gas, and a catastrophe of this kind has 
been frequently predicted.

The cause of the explosion is not yet

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GETTING VERY SPORTY. 


Jacksonville Citizens . Are Intent Upon 
Racing in the Winter. 

Jacksonville, Fla,, February 27.—(Special,) 
At a mass meeting of citizens held at the 
board of trade rooms in this city today 
nearly 200 representative men of Jackson- 
ville were present. Mr. Leopald Furchgott, 
the well-known dry gvods merchant, pre- 
sided. 

Colonel H. R. Duval, of New York, pres- 
ident of the Florida Central and Peninsular 
Railroad Company, in addressing the meet- 
ing in favor of the proposed race 
track association, said that the eyes of the 
sporting public in the north were now 
turned to Florida because the New York 
and New Jersey legisiatures have framed 
laws prohibiting pool selling at race courses. 
This, Mr, Duval said, had practically killed 
racing in those states and the horse owners 
now want a place where they can go and 
be independent of those states and many 
other places where the same law is in force, 
A race track here, he said, Must not be any 
“county fair makeshift,’’ but it must be sec- 
ond to none in the country. To establish 
such a one it would first be necessary to 
get a charter from the state for a long 
period of years. To do this, it would be 
necessary to appoint a committee of influ- 
ential citizens to draw up a charter and 
wait on the lawmakers of the state and 
have it granted with an amendment to the 
present law allowing pool selling from 
August list to May Ist. Colonel Duval also 
said that he was certain that the railroads 
tributary to the state would lend their as- 
sistance to the scheme and promised that 
the Florida Central and Peninsular railroad 
would take its share of stock in the enter- 
prise.

CONSPIRED TO ROB THE STATE.

It is alleged that the defendants 
were, as far back as October, fully cogni- 
zant of Taylor’s shortage and that they 
conspired with him to seize all the money 
and property in the state treasury and 
banks and place it where the state could 
not find it; and that since the defaication 
became known they have used all means 
to obstruct the state in its efforts to re- 
cover this money or to apprehend Taylor, 
and that the conspirators have divided the 
money among themselves. McCoy being 
the only one within the jurisdiction of 
the state, is the only one yet arrested. 
The evidence against the accused is con- 
sidered strong. Papers were also served 
attaching all the money and property in 
McCoy’s possession belonging to Taylor.

REVOLUTIONISTS LACKED LEADERS 


New York Sympathisers Raise a 
Fund for the Rebels. 


GARCIAS DEATH 1S WELCOMED 


The Report That Gomez and Jose Marti 
Have Landed on the Isiand 
Is Denied. 


Havana, February 27.-The report that 
General Maximo Gomez and Jose Marti, 
the exiled revolutionary leaders have land- 
ed in Cuba is absolutely untrue, General 
Antonio Macco remains in Costa’ Rica and 
the alleged revolutionary movements under 
the direction of these officers are wholly 
matters of fiction. The bands of insurgents 
in the district of Santiago de Cuba have 
become thoroughly discouraged through 
lack of leaders, The authorities are taking 
prompt action and Measures to suppress 
the revolt, and to this end martial law was 
declared in the provinces of Matanzas and 
Santiago de Cuba. 

The organized bands of insurgents are in 
these provinces and eight days are given 
them in which to submit to the constituted 

authority of the island. The entire island 
_conderins the revolt, and overwhelmingly 
approves ‘the attitude of the government. 
The Killing of the notorious bandit, Manuei 
Garcia, has excited general gratification 
in this district. 
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THEY WISH TO SURRENDER. 


Caba’s Little Insurrection Comes to 


an End. 

Havana, February 27.—News received 
from Santiago de Cuba this evening shows 
the insurgents wish to treat with the gov- 
ernment. The rioters in Baire, province of 
Santiago de Cuba, have signified through 
their leader, Rubi, that they would like to 
arrange an interview between the provin- 
cial governor, Capriles and delegates whom 
they would choose to define their aititude 
to the authorities, They profess a desire to 
discuss the reforms for which they took 
up arms, but in reality they probably wish 
to secure a promise of clemency in return 
for their immediate submission.

There were 
many ladies among the audience and sev- 
eral Americans who are in sympathy with 
the cause.

THE SUGAR CRISIS IN CUBA. 


Predicted That Nine-Tenths of the 
Planters Will Fail. 

Washington, February 27.—Reports by 
mail reveived at the state department to- 
day from consuls in Cuba show a deplor- 
able state of affairs there. Consul General 
Williams sends a copy of a cablegram ad- 
dressed by the provincial deputation of Ma- 
tanzas on February i6éth, to the representa- 
tives of that province in the Cortes at Mad- 
rid, as follows: 

‘The Matanzas deputation esteems the 
sugar crisis most grave 
lieves it Impossible to 
crop. The suspension of all taxes on 
Cuban sugar with its admission into pro- 


vincial markets for one vear is therefore / 


urgently necessary.’’ 

Consul Generel Williams adds: 

“This telegram expresses the apprehen- 
sion that the Cuban sugar planters, from 
the low prices of sugar consequent upon 
its overproduction, may not be able to fin- 
ish their present crop; and asks for the 
suspension of all taxes on the manufacture 
of sugar and for its free admission into the 
Spanish markets for one year.” 

A report from Consul Baker at Sagcua la 
Grande says bankruptcy appears inevitable 
for nine-tenths of the growers in his dis- 
trict, and the mills may not finish their 
grinding. He predicts that a long continu- 
ance of present conditions will see a “‘dire- 
ful and disastrous” state of affairs even 
with the most prosperous planters. The im- 
poverished condition of the people is veri- 
fled by the almost daily suspension of well 
known firms.

ture.” The supporters of the amendment 
were on the republican side, and included 
Senators Sherman and Allison. 

Finally. as it was clear to Mr. Gorman

Mr. Gorman—On the ist of January, 1895, 
we had ofily $67,000,000 in the treasury to 
meet the appropriations of congress, ex- 
chive of gold to redeem greenbacks. The 
secretary Says that his receipts from now 
on will be sufficient to meet the ordinary 
disbursements, provided he can use the 
balance in the treasury in the shape of 
Sreenbacks for which he has paid gold. 
In that I think he is mistaken. I do not 
belive that, if permitted to use every dol- 
lar of receipts, he will have enough money 
to meet the current expenses of the goy- 
ernment by $60,000,000, without taking into 
account the amount due on former appro- 
priations.”’ 

Mr. Gorman gave $374,170,00 as the 
amount of appropriations made by the 
house at this session, which was $16,900,000 
more than the secretary's estimate of ex- 
penditures. He had no doubt, however, 
that with the additions made by the senate 
the total appropriations of the session 
would be at least $400,000,000, and that 
Would show a deficit of $42,000,000. 

“I appeal to senators,” Mr. Gorman con- 
tinued, “‘whether it is wise or patriotic 
for us to permit congress to adjourn with- 
out making some provision to meet this 
deficiency and whether it would rot be 
unpolitic and unwise to allow any cxecu-

Mr. George—What is the objection to 
having the silver seigniorage in the treasu- 
ry coined to meet the deficiency? 

Mr. Gorman—I trust we will be able to 
settle this question in a proper way, and 
I appeal to senators to abandon fur the 
time being all the theories and ideas as 
to currency simply to provide certificates of 
indebtedness, redeemable in two years at 
the option of the government, the only 
thing that we can do in the expiring hours 
of congress, so as to prevent the sale of 
long bonds. 

Mr. George—It seems bad economy 
borrow money when we ‘have it in 
treasury if we will only coin it. 

Mr. Gorman declined to go into that 
question. He emserted that if there had been 
& Surplus in the treasury within the last 
twenty-five months all the gold reeded 
could have been procured by the sale of 
@reenbacks or ‘treasury notes, without 
any issue of bonds. 

Mr. Guman gave a graphic descrip- 
tion of the way in which, in the beginning 
of Mr. Cleveland’s first administration, 
Mr. Manning, the then secretary of the 
treasury, had got the upper hand of the 
bankers who were making a corner in 
gold. 

“Why not treat them 
now?’ Mr. George asked. 

“Oh, Mr. President,’’ Mr. Gorman replied, 
“the senator should not put such a ques- 
tion to me. I am dealing with the condi- 
tion as it stands now. You have no money 
in the treasury now as you Fad then. Sec- 
retary Carlisle came into tne dep tment 
stripped of the power which Mr. Manning 
had. He tried to do it, but when he came 
to look at his coffers he found that he had 
no balance to pay his current debts. He 
was in the hands of the money ring. He 
was helpless. I want to deliver him. And 
I appeal to senators to give him this au- 
thority to issue $100,000,000 of currency, so 
that he can say to these bankers: ‘You 
cannot embarrass the government. Our 
credit is perfect. We have the money 
which the people will take. I am master 
of the situation.’ The government of the 
United States should not be at the mercy 
of the money kings.’ ”’ 

This portion ef Mr. Gorman’s speech was 
delivered: with much spirit and effect. 

Not Hankering for Certificates. 
Mr. Voorhees, democrat, of Indiana, 
chairman of the finance committee, recall- 
ed Mr. Carlisle’s statement that he thought 
the secretary of the treasury should have 
authority to issue government certificates 
in case of deficiency, but that he would 
not exercise that power now if given to 
him, because it was not necessary. Mr. 
Voorhees aiso referred to the president’s 
statement as to there being a ‘“‘comforta- 
bie balance in the treasury,” and siaid that 
the president was not “hankering” after 
the proposed legislation. 

Mr. Gorman argued that congress ought 
to say to the president that, having given 
him authority to issue certificates of in- 
debiednuess, he should not sell long bonds, 
and that if he did, the people of the coun- 
try. would not sustain him. But if con- 
gress failed to give the president that au- 
thority, he had said that he would con- 
tinue the same course. And congress could 
not complain of the president hereafier if 
there was a failure on its part here and 
now. “Senators,” he continued, “you who 
are on more intimate terms with the presi- 
dent than I am, may have some intimation 
that this proposition is distasteful to him: 
but that would not control me, because 
my view is that i must represent the in- 
terests of the people ¢f the country as I 
understand them. I would not desire to 
force om a co-ordinate branch of the gov- 
ernment any power which it did not want 
unless, in my judgment, that power was 
absolutely necessary to protect the tax- 
payer. I cannot, with my vievs, permit 
this session to close without making an 
effort to give the president such power as 
will avoid a repetition of the sale of long 
bonds. There is no reflection on the presi- 
Gent in any proposition which I make. 
There is mo reflection on the secretary of 
the treasury, whom I admire. But if this 
proposition is to be defeated, and if we 
are to run the risk cf suspending works of 
public enterprise, that responsibility must 
be accepted.”’ 

Mr. Mills said that 
question of a treasury’ deficiency when 
there was fifty-five millions of silver in 
the treasury belonging to the. government, 
without allowing the secretary of the treas- 
ury to coin it and pay it out in his dis- 
bursements. He condemned the issue of 
bonds as a reversal of the policy of the 
government. He claimed that if it was 
not stopped it would make a mammoth 
debt piled on the shoulders of the Ameri- 
can people. 

Mr. Hill said that he proposed to offer an 
amendment to repeal all laws that au- 
thorized the secretary of the treasury to 
sell United States bonds for any purpose 
whatever. 

Mr. Allison, a member of the committee 
on appropritations, said that he knew how 
the hours of this congress were fleeting 
and that the bill must be completed today. 
He believed it to be the first duty of 
senators to see to it, as best they could, 
that those appropriation bills were dis- 
posed of at the present session. He would 
vote that the amendment of the com. 
mittee on appropriations, in accordance 
with senate precedents, was in order. 

Mr. Voorhees, democrat, of Indiana, 
chairman of the finance committee, said 
he held now, as he did when the repeal 
bill was under discussion, that the secre- 
tary of the treasury ought to have author. 
ity by a general law to issue bonds or 
other public securities with the proceeds 
of which to meet current expenses in the 
event of a failure of sufficient revenue froin 
other sources. , 

Withdraws the Amendment. 

After further discussion Mr. Gorman, 
the author of the amendment, rose to 
withdraw it and said: 

“The members of. the committee on ap- 
propriations were aware of the fact that 
attempts made in both branches to dis- 
pose of this financial question have all 
resuited in no legislation whatever. Having 
been compelled to ascertain as best we 
could the exact condition of the treasury, 
‘and having taken into account the appro- 
priations of this session, we believe it to 
be our highest duty to give the senate the 
opportunity to determine what additional 
powers should be given the secretary oz 
the treasury to meet the deficiency. It 
is evident from the course of the debate 
today and from the remarks that have 
been made by senators on this side of the 
chamber, and who, I take it, spoke after

sired. We are confronted with the state- 


ment made by the distinguished chairman 
of the financé committee (Mr. Voorhees), 
whose judgment is that more additional 
provision for the treasury is not needed.

THE NORTHEASTEAN IS TO BE SOLD

The big vault at the state treasury con- 
tained last night Northeastern’ railroad 
bonds to the amount of $201,000.

These having been deposited, the governor 
will advertise the road for sgaie. At the 
same time there avill be an advertisement 
for the new bonds. Should the road bring 
the amount of the state’s endorsement, the 
bends will not be necessary. 

It has been settled that the state of 
Georgia will have a separate building for 
the state exhibit at the exposition. 

The announcement was made at the meet- 
ing of the state commissioners yesterday. 
The exposition company guarantees the 
erection of the building, which will be a 
handsome one.

The National Baseball League today con- 
sidered the report of the committee on 
rules. One of the changes proposed to the 
rules, and not adopted, related to the use 
of mits by players eutside of the catcher 
and first baseman. Instead of following 
the suggestion of the rules committee and 
confining fielders to unlined gloves, the 
league voted to restrict them to the use of 
a glove or mit not weighing over ten ounces 
and measuring in circumference around 
the palm of the hand not over fourteen 
inches. 

Instead of an umpire being authorized to 
fine a player $5 for the first offense and $10 
for the second for offensive language, the 
rule is changed so that the umpire is di-

NORTH CAROLINA’S LEGISLATURB. 


A Bill Introduced to Cut Railroad 
Fares to 2 Cents. 

Raleigh, N. C., February 27,—(Special.)— 
The session of the senate today was occu- 
pied by discussion of the bill to create a 
criminal circuit of Wake, Halifax, Edge- 
combe, Hanover, Craven, Mecklenburg, 
Wayne and Forsyth, This had been agreed 
on by the fusion caucus, Two populists 
bolted that caucus and opposed the bill, An 
amendment was adopted striking out Wake 
Wayne and Forsyth and inserting Vance 
Robeson and Warren. The bill passed, Bills 
were introduced to govern the insurance 
business; to amend the charter of the At- 
lantic and North Carolina railway so the 
legislature will appotnt directors; to protect 
tobacco growers against warehouse men; 
to amend the charter of Asheville; to reg- 
ulate passenger rates on railways, making 
first-class fare 2 cents per mile and second- 
class fare 1% cents per mile—children under 
twelve one-half these rates—penalty for 
violation of act, $600. A bill was also in- 
troduced to so amend article 6.of the con- 
stitution that the legislature enacting laws 
for registration can only prescribe the tak- 
ing of an oath to support the constitution 
and laws of the United States and of North 
Carolina, and no other requirement can be 
prescribed.

All Quiet In the Forest City—Slattery 
Could NotGeta Hallin Wrhich 
to Lecture Last Nigtt. 


Savannah, Ga., February 27.—Everything 
has been quiet in Savannah today. The dis- 
turbance last night, precipitated by e@X- 
Priest Slattery\s lecture. has subsided and 
no further trouble is anticipated. The po- 
lice remained on duty all night in the vicin- 
ity of the hotel where Slattery and his 
wife were stopping, <A detail of military 
was Kept in readiness in case of a renewal 
of the disturbance or an attempt should 
be made to attack the ex-priest, ‘This 
morning both the police and military were 
dismissed. Slattery and his wife were on 
the streets during the day. Mrs. Slattery 
was to have lectured at Masonic hail this 
afternoon, but the Hebrew association 
Which has the hall under lease canceled its 
contract with Slattery and the lecture and 
his own lecture, which he was. announced 
to deliver tonight, were postponed, tive 
hundred ladies assemb.ed to hear the ex- 
priest's wife and finding the hall closed 
went to her hotel, 

Failing to secure a renewal of his con- 
tract for Masonic hall, arrangements were 
made for Odd Fellows hall, and his lec- 
tures will be delivered there tomorrow, 
Slattery asked Mayor Myers for protection 
today and was assured that every ‘protec 
tion will be afforded him, Rumors have 
been in circulation of attempts to fire Ma- 
sonic hall, but no such attempt has been 
made. The outbreak whicn is the result 
of the effort on the part of members of the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians to prohibit 
Slattery’s lecture is deprecated by promi- 
nent Catholics. Vicar General Cafferty, of 
the Roman Catholic diocese of Savannah, 
has advised al] Catholics to refrain from 
violence and has used his influence to pre- 
vent any further trouble, Slattery has re- 
ceived assurances from the authorities that 
he will be protected from molestation, He 
will be furnished a police guard during his 
lectures and at his hotel if there is any 
danger of any demonstration, 

An interesting feature of the attempted 
riot that was overlooked last night in the 
turmoil, was that the eight colored com- 
panies of the military responded quickly to 
the call and assembled at their armories. 
Coione J. H. Devaux, their commanding 
othcer, tendered their services to Mayor 
Mycrs, but the other troops already at hand 
Were sufficient to take care of the crowd, 
and they were not called on. 

The most amusing feature of the calling 
out of the militia was the fact that a swell 
society german was in progress at the 
Guards’ arsenal and one of the company’s 
rooms was used as a ladies’ dressing room. 
The escorts all left the ladies to take care 
of themselves, threw the ladies’ weamng 
apparel to one side and quickly donned 
their uniforms. 

Father Cafferty fh answer to a query, re- 
ceived a reply from Bishop Montgomery of 
California, saying that Slattery had lectur- 
ed throughout that state but the people had 
paid no attention to him and no harm was 
done. The element that composed the dan- 
gerous part of the mob was made up of the 
tougher principally from Yama- 
craw the Old Fort, and 
Catholics themselves say they are 
a class who appear to defend _ their 
religion for show, as they Know little or 
nothing about it and its principles.

The woman's jaw bone was brok- 
en and she is likely to die. Cincevitch’s 
head is badly bruised and he is in a criti- 
cal condition.

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CHARGED WITH WIFE MURDER. 
A Worth County Man Acted Suspi- 
ciously and Is Jailed. 

Isabella, Gas, February 27.—(Special.)—G 
W. Barton, of this county, was arraigned 
before Judge McDowell today on the 
charge of wife murder. He waived com- 
mitment trial and was sent to jail to await 
the action of the grand jury at the spring 

term of the superior court. 

Twelve days ago, Barton notified his 
neighbors one morning that his wife was 
dead. He stated that she ‘returned the

EXCITEMENT IN AIKEN COUNTY. 


The Father of Young Stallings Makes 
a Threat. 

Augusta, Ga,, February 27.—(Special.)—It 
looks very much like there is going to be 
serious trouble at Jackson station on the 
Port Royal and Augusta railway, over the 
recent shooting of young Norman Stallings. 
News was brought to the city this morning 
that Stallings was dying and that there 
was considerable excitement prevailing in 
the neighborhood on account of a telegram 
which was sent to the sheriff of Aiken 
county. 

It is claimed that Mr. Whitmore Stallings, 
father of the young man who was shot, has 
announced that he is going to have a num- 
ber of prominent white men of that section 
arrested as he believes they were connected 
with the recent attempt which was made 
on the life of his son. It is reported in Au- 
gusta that the shooting of young Stallings 
was brought about by the part he took in 
the race trouble which occurred at Jackson 
station eighteen monhs ago, I will be re- 
membered that Paul Green was murdered by 
a number of negroes while trying to arrest 
a negro named Jasse Jade. 

Sortly after the killing of young Green 
his friends openly declared that Norman 
Stallings had warned the negroes that they 
were going to be arrested which resulte@ in 
them ambushing and killing him. ; 

A few days after the report was circulat- 
ed Stallings left for Texas and remained 
@cre until two months ago, when he re- | 


turned home and again took up his abode 
at his father’s place. 

In case the sheriff attempts to arrest the 
persons who are accused of being connect- 
ed with the shooting of Stallings, it is 
thought that a great deal of blood yill be 
shed,

Editor Horace White and Editor Lar- 
ry Godkin, of The New York Evening 
Post, who have constituted themselves 
the guardians of gold monometallism in 
this country, appear to be in a state of 
mental irritation.

They refer to those who have seen fit 
to criticise Mr. Cleveland’s recent ab- 
ject surrender to the British gold gam- 
blers in fitting terms as “blatherskites.”

SENIOR IS GUILTY. 


Such Is the Verdict Returned at Deca- 
tar Yesterday Afternoon. 

The criminal docket of the DeKalb su- 
perior court is fast being exhausted by 
Judge Clark at Decatur. 

Two of the most important cases on the 
calendar were disposed of yesterday and a 
verdict of guilty was rendered in each. 

The most interesting case was the prose- 
cution of Zach Senior, an Atlanta negro. 
for a criminal assault upon Mrs. Hughey, 
a highly respectable and well-to-do lady, 
who has lived for years in the vicinity of 
Fast Lake. The evidence in this case was 
of 1 highly sensational nature. 

Senior was found guilty of the charge 
just as the hour for adjournment arrived, 
but sentence was reserved until the court 
meets this morning. 

Senior lived at Edgewood, where he was 
employed as a cook in a prominent family. 
He lived there for years and always bore 
a good character. He has never been in 
any trouble of consequence before. 

On night about two months ago, Mrs 
Iiugmhey,. an old lady. who lives alone with 
a small boy eof about twelve years, was 
called vut of her home about midnight. <A 
negro man on horseback inquired the direc- 
tion to Decatur, and as she was giving the 
information the man alighted, eeized hold 
of her and dragged her from the dveor. 

The negro was very powerful and with 
scarcely any effort he carried Mrs. Hughey 
away from the door, she screaming and 
struggling all the while. The boy who was 
left alone in the house set up a loud cry 
for help and the screams of the two so 
frichtened the negro that he loosened his 
hold upon Mrs. Hughey after he had drag- 
ged her about 100 yards from the house. 
He then rushec back, mounted his horse 
and galloped away. 

News of the assault was communicated 
to the neighbors and search instituted. 
From tracks made by the horse on the side 
of the road where the negro had left him, 
it was seen that half of one of the shoes 
worn by the animal had been broken off. By 
this broken shoe a bailiff and two citizens 
tracked the horse to an Edgewood stabie 
end it was found that Senior rode the horse 
the night before. He was arrested and 
carried to Decatur. Mrs. Hughey was sent 
for and identified Senior as the guilty man. 
Feeling was very high at the time, but 
no aitempt was made to harm Senior. 

Practically these facts were brought out 
at the trial yesterday. Senicr admitted 
that he rode the horse past Mrs. Hughey’s, 
but not on the night in question. A verdict 
of guilty was returned ard sentence will be 
pronounced this morning. 

Sandy Pritchett was found guilty of bur- 
glary on two counts yesterday and sen- 
tenced to fourteen years in the penitentiary, 
seven years in each.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


Mr. D. H. Biilott, land commissioner of 
the Plant system, who is in Atlanta for 
the purpose of closing the contract for 
the erection of the mammoth pyramid to 
be exhibited at the exposition by his sys- 
tem, has had a wonderful career and oc- 
cupies the unique position of having been 
the first person to put the Florida early 
crop market systematically on sale in the 
— came about in this way,” said Mr. 
Elliott yesterday. “After getting out of 
the war, where I had gerved in the con- 
federate army from , I located in 
Chicago, entering a music store at a nomi- 
nal salary. From that I took the road as 
advance agent of a musical organization 
and my next step was the acceptance of 
an offer of service as emigration agent 
with the Kansas Pacific raiiroad, in which 
capacity I was located first.in Chattanooga 
and then in Chicago as general western 
agent. After having served in that ca- 
pacity for some time I accepted a propo- 
sition to tour Buffalo Bill and Texas Jack, 
who played a wild western drama to great 
houses everywhere they went. I was the 
first man who took Buffalo Bill on the 
road and he has made a remarkable suc- 
cess and grown immensely rich at the 
business since. I retained my connection, 
in the meantime, as emigration agent of 
the Kansas Pacific and advertised the 
road wherever I went. Indeed the roed 
partially backed the theatrical enterprise 
and Major Cody’s lines had frequent 
reference to the ‘beautiful country,’ etc., 
traversed by our route. Of course all of 
this was so nicely brought in that the 
audiences did not know that it was an 
advertisement, but it was all the same. 

“However, after a while the Union Pa- 
cific got the Kansas Pacific and I then 
located in Florida, to which state my 
parents had gone when I @vas ten years 
old and where my brothers were still 
living. This was in 1870 and from that 
time on I have lived in and worked for 
Florida and my faith and fealty have 
strengthened day by day. 


“When I reached Fliorida,’’ continued Mr. 
Elifott, “my first impression was that the 
state should take advantage of the won- 
derful difference in climate by forcing its 
early vegetables on the northern market. 
Nothing of the kind had ever been at- 
tempted before, and I though I saw a big 
thing in the inauguration of an organized 
movement by which the fertile lands of 
Florida could be turned into vast truck 
patches that would yieid rich harvests to 
their owners. I talked over the matter 
with my brother, who, with one or two 
other farmers, were about the only ones 
in Florida who were shipping anything 
at all for outside markets. Then I went to 
see Colonel H. S. Haines, of the Savannah, 
Florida and Western railroad, and told 
him of my plan for organized action. 


“*You are the very man we want,’ said 
Colonel Haines, and he started me to work 
that day, paying my expenses and giving 
me $100 a month. For the next five years 
I did the hardest work I ever did, not 
excepting my army service. I traveled 
all over Florida, met the farmers face to 
face and preached the doctrine of market 
gardening as zealously as I could at every 
cross-road in Florida. In 1870 about the 
only thing shipped from Florida was the 
orange crop; by 1875 we were shipping 
hundreds of car loads of tomatoes, cu- 
cumbers, green peas and other table deli- 
cacies. It was with the utmost difficulty 
that I could get the lines between Savan- 
nah and Chicago interested in the estab- 
lishment of fast freight schedules. In 
those days there were no through trunk 
lines and there was a day’s delay in al- 
most every terminal point between Savan- 
nah and Chicago in transferring freight 
from one depot to another. But after a 
while we succeeeded in inaugurating a fast 
freight service to Chicago by rail and to 
New York by steamer from Savannah. The 
business has grown steadily ever since 
and, as you know, it now yields immense 
returns every year to the roads in Florida 
and is making a vast increase every sea- 
son. The time is coming when Fiorida will 
feed every state in the union east of the 
Mississippi river with early truck fruit 
and vegetables for the months of Janyary, 
February, March and April. 

“As big as the business is now, and our 
railroad alone shipped 800 car loads of to- 
matoes out of Florida last year, it is 
merely in its infancy. The possibilities of 
its extension are unlimited.’”’ 


Mr. Elliott was also the pioneer of the 
| great watermelon industry in south Geor- 
gia. “I tried it,”’ said he, “in Florida, my 
idea being to immediately follow the early 
vegetable crop with something which would 
Keep the roads busy in the summer. But 
the Florida planters did not take to 
watermelons, preferring to devote their 
attention to strawberries and table vege- 
tables, which yielded much better returns 
for the same ground areg. I then went 
further up on our line and succeeded event- 
ually in interesting some well-known cot- 
ton growers in Lowndes county to under- 
take the planting of watermelons for the 
foreign market. They laughed at me at 
first, but I finally succeeded in inducing 
three of them to plant ten acres each and 
next year these three men made more 
from their melons than their neighbors 
made from their entire cotton crop. It 
spread like wild fire and now the water. 
melon industry is one of the biggest 
things in southwest Georgia. Our system 
handles thousands of cars every yéar, 
and so profitably that the business has 
extended to South Carolina and Alabama. 
both of which states are now planting ’ 
watermelons for the northern market.” 


The phosphate discoveries in Florida 
have succeeded in giving the railroads of 
that state what they heve so long been 
striving for—something which would keep 
them busy the year round and not force 
them to operate almost exclusively for 
winter business, with nothing to do for 
the summer. With the development of 
truck gardening their freight traffic began 
to assume immense proportions during the 
winter and early summer months.

The cars will be here 
by April 10th and everything will be in 
readiness for business during the coming 
summer season. 

The company has leased the old water- 
works property for a long period of years 
and has made a wonderful improvement 
of the property it being the purpose to 
make it one of the most attractive resorts 
in the vicinity. All kinds of summer 
houses, band stands, boathouses and other 
resort features are already in course of 
construction at the waterworks, and noth- 
ing will be undone when the first car 
makes its trip to the grounds. 

The route of the new line will be along

Forsyth street—that is, if the citizens of 
the third ward do not succeed in their an- 
nounced intention to have the _ route 
changed to Fraser street from the city 
limits.

TO INVITE THE MILLS! 


The City and Citizens’ Committees Hold 
a Joint Meeting. 


THEY BUCKLE DOWN TO THE WORK 


Resolution by Mr. Neal Inviting Offers of 
Land for Factory Sites Adopted. 
Routine of the Meeting. 


The committee on manufactures, statis- 
tics, freight rates and transportation of 
the city council and the committee of citi- 
zens appointed by Mayor King last week 
to aét in conjunction with the council 
committee just named, with the view of 
encouraging manufacturers to establish 
cotton and other factories in the near 
Atlanta, met in the mayor’s office at 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. 

The meeting was a most harmonious one 
and was an enthusiastic gathering of some 
of Atlanta’s representative citizens. 

The preliminary steps toward securing 
the establishment of large manufacturing 
concerns were taken by the adoption by 
the meeting of a resolution calling on ail 
citizens who have property that is suit- 
able for manufacturing sites to corre- 
spond with the committee. 

Those who were absent sent letters of 
of their absence, 
all expressing an earnest interest in the 
matter. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Mayor King in the absence of Mr. Harral- 
Son. Mr. Colvin, of the manufactures 
committee, was made temporary chairman 
of the meeting on the suggestion of Mayor 
King. Mr. L. B. Nelson was made secre- 
tary of the committees by unanimous con- 
sent. ’ 

The objects of the joint meeting were 
Stated by Mr. Colvin to be to take some 
Steps toward the encouragement of manu- 
facturing enterprises in and around At- 
lanta and to discuss all questions relating 
to that object. 

Mr. Harralson came in at this point and 
tuok the chair, he being chairman of the 
com mittee on manufactures, statistics, etc., 
of the council. ; 

The expressions of the chairman were 
concurred in by every member of the two 
committees and from the. moment the 
committee began the discussion until its 
the deepest expressions of interest 
in the matter were made and it was evi- 
dent that the committees went into the 
work with a patriotic desire to promote 
All 
the plans that have been suggested to en- 
courage the establishment of manufac- 
turing plants were taken up and discuss- 
ed and many new ones were brought for- 
ward. The resolution introduced by Mr. 
Campbell which gave rise to the commit- 
tee meeting, in so far as it referred to the 
old waterworks property. as 
Sites, was discussed, and other surrounding 
sections availabie for manufacturing pur- 
poses were brought forward. It appeared 


/ to be the general opinion of the commit- 
: tee that the country between Atlanta and 


the Chattahoochee river presented the most 
available sites for establishments such as 
were desired, but no definite action of 
preferment was taken on any propusition 
or plan, the committee preferring to make 
a thorough investigation and study of all 
the suggestions, with a view of reaching a 
decision that would be the most satisfac- 
tory and beneficial to the city and county. 

‘lhe resvluticn called for offers of lands 
on or near railroads in the proximity of 
Atlanta and declared the belief of ‘the 
committee to be that the city should 
offer inducements for the establishment of 
manufacturing enterprises. 

The resolution offered by Mr. Neal was 
unanimously adopted, and was as follows: 

“Resolved, That offers be asked from par- 
ties owning lands on or near railroads in 
the proximity of Atlanta or such lands as 
they may be willing to donate for the lo- 
cation of factories; it being believed that 
the city should be in a condition to offer 
inducements for the bringing of factories 
here. and that the work can be better ad- 
vanced when it is definitely known what 
lands can be secured for such purposes. 
All persons who are willing to make 
such donations will communicate in per- 
son or by writing with Hon. P. H. VYarral- 
son, chairman, or Hon. L. B. Nelson, 
secretary of the committee on manufac- 
tures.”’ 

When the resolution had been adopted 
the committee again went into a discus- 
sion as to the inducements which should be 
offered manufacturers. Some members of 
the committee thought that they should 
be given factory sites and such other in- 
ducements that would be likely to attract 
capital and factory investment. One senti- 
ment that seemed to find favor with 
the committee was that the proposed fac. 
tories should be located as near the city 
as possible in order that the merchants 
and tradesmen would receive the benefits 
of their establishment in trade witb the 
employes. 

The joint committee, before its adjourn- 
ment, adopted a motion requesting its 
chairman to invite the committee on manu- 
factures of the Chamber of Commerce, 
Which committee was recently appvinted 
by President Stewart Woodson, of that 
body, with the same objects in view as 
the joint committee itself, to meet with 
the council and citizens’ committee at its 
next meeting. 

The Chamber of Commerce committee 
appointed by President Woodson was 
Messrs. Hugh Inman, T. B. Neal, George 
W. Parrott, 8. M. Inman and Jacob Haas. 

The joint committee, after deciding to 
call itself the committee on manufactures, 
adjourned, subject to the call of the chair- 
man, Mr. ‘Harralson. 

The council committee on manufac- 
tures, statistics, freight rates and trans- 
portation and the citizens’ committee ap- 
pointed by Mayor King and the Chamber 
of Commerce committee, which three com- 
mittees will undertake to induce manu- 
facturers to establish plants in and near 
Atlanta, and which committees will prob- 
ably meet joinily for the furtherance of 
that object, is made up from among the 
most prominent and influential business 
and professional men in the city, and they 
are men whoSe connection wfth any move- 
‘ment means certain success for that 
movement. | 

The three committees 
membenship of fifteen, and Mayor King 
will act with them, making the joint 
committee on manufactures as fol- 
lows: Alderman P. H. Harralson, 
chairman; Hon. L. B. Nelson, 
secretary; Aldermen Hirsch, Colvin and

The resolu- 
tion adopted at that time was in the shape 
of a request to the property owners on the 
streets immediately adjacent to the ex- 
position grounds to have their property 
frontage paved. The matter has been al- 
lowed to lag, but yesterday a resolution 
was adopted, charging Auditor Smith with 
the important duty of seeing the property

HE SELECTS THE SITE. 


Mr. D. H. Elliott Completes the Ar- 
rangements for the Plant Building. 

Mr. D. H. Bliiott, representing the Plant 
system, came to Atlanta yesterday morn- 
ing, selected the site for the Plant ex- 
hibit and inserted advertisements in the 
Atlanta papers for bids to erect the curi- 
ous, pyramid-shaped building, in which 
the exhibit is to be housed.

“I have been out to the exposition 
grounds this morning and selected our site. 
It is on ‘the highest point inside the 
grounds, being just east of the government 
building. It will be 110 feet high from the 
floor to the top of the flag mast. The pyra- 
mid will be 100 feet sqvare at the bottom 
and will be sixty feet high. The interior 
will be eighty-eight feet square and twenty 
feet high. You can imagine how imposing 
it will look, seated upon that high hill. 

“The Plant system is going to fill it 
with the most complete and varied as- 
sortment of exhibits that has ever been 
shown. The four states of Florida, Geor- 
gia, Alabama and South Carolina will be 
represented. Mr. Plant has written letters 
to every agent of his system in those 
states outlining his plans for a big ex- 
hibit, and instructing them to collect in- 
teresting matter for the exhibit. The phos- 
phate and orange industries of Florida will 
be exhaustively shown. The cotton and 
lumber of Georgia and the sea island cot- 
ton and rice and naval stores of South 
Carolina will be represented. I will have 
a working model of an orange packing es- 
tablishment. We will exhibit a relief map 
of Florida on a scale of two miles to the 
inch, which will be the largest relief map 
ever shown.

“time being the essence of the contract,” 
these writings, taken all together and fair- 
ly construed, did not, of themselves alone 
amount to a conclusive binding contract 
between the parties to the effect that if 
the note was not promptly paid at maturity 
the security deed should become an abso- 
lute deed of sale so as to prevent the bor- 
rower from afterwards redeeming the land 
by full payment of the note. Under these 
circumstances the right of redemption was 
not lost or defeated by the mere fact that 
the note remained unpaid after its matur- 
ity, and such right still existed, unleas af- 
ter maturity and non-payment the parties 
actually contracted to the contrary. 

2. The borrower having died and her ad- 
ministrator having brought against the 
lender an action tor the purpose of estab- 
lishing the titie of the intestate to the land, 
and the baiance due upon the note after de- 
ducting certain credits thereon, having been 
paid into court for the lender's use, and 
the evidence for the plaintiff being such 
that the jury might have inferred that the 
borrower had never, in fact relinquished 
the right to redeem the land by paying the 
debt, and, also, that there had never been 
an actual agreement by which the security 
deed became converted into a deed of ab- 
solute sale it was error to grant a non-suit

agreed in writing that certain land should 
be purchased for sale, two of the advanc- 
ing the purchase money and taking title in 
their-own names and the third rendering 
professional services without charge, he to 
have no interest until enough of tne land 
was sold to repay the purchase money wita 
interest, and the three to share equally in 
the residue or in the proceeds of all subse- 
quent sales, the beneficial ownership in the 
excess of the land bought under the agreec- 
ment, over and above what was required to 
repay the purchase money and interest, was 
in the three jointly, the two in whom the 
lermal title was vested holding in trust the 
third as to his share. If third person who 
had died in fact rendered, before his deatn, 
all the services which were required of him 
by the contra¢t, the share of his estate 
would be a ful! third. If not, the questions 
Whether that share should be reduced, and 
if so, how much, andif reduced at all, 
whether the deduction should be made on 
the basis of charging that snare with any 
costs or expenses incurred because o1 ine 
non-performance of services or the ceduc- 
tion should be arrived at upon an equitable 
apportionment, would be open for determin- 
ation. it matters not that the land was 
held for sale even for as long a perioa as 
thirty-five or forty years; there would be 
no bar of the equitable interest covered by 
the trust, either by the statute of limita- 
tions or by the equitable doctrine of stale 
demand. 

2. Where it appeared that the maker of a 
bond for titles had complied with the con- 
dition thereof, the presumption, in the ab- 
Sence of any proof on the subject, is that 
the bond was returned to him, and he hav- 
ing died and his executrix having failed, 
On proper notice, to produce the bond upon 
the trial of the action to which she was 
party defendant as such executmx, the 
foundation was laid for the admission oi 
secondary evidence of the contents of the 
bond. 

3. A witness who wags neither .the clerk of 
the superior court nor his deputy was, over 
an objection that he was not the legal cus- 
todian of the records of that court, com- 
petent to téstify that he had examined the 
records of deeds in that court, and that no 
deeds of such and such import appeared on 
those records. 

4. It was error, upon the substantial mer- 
its of the case to grant a nonsuit. At the 
next trial any equities between the parties, 
upon which no express ruling is now made, 
May be considered and adjusted.

who has testified in his own behalf after- 
waids called a witness to support his testi- 
mony, it was error for th® presiding judge 
to deny to his adversary the right to cross- 
examine such witness generally as to al! 
matters material to the case, even though 
the witness was called merely to rebut tes- 
timony already introduced by the opposite 
party, and had not upon his direct examina- 
tion testified as to the particular facts 
sought to be elicited by the cross-examina- 
tion. 

2. Rule 60 of the superior court deals not 
with the right of cross-examining witnesses. 
but with the manner in which this right 
is to be exercised. The manner and extent 
of a cross-examination are, to a certain 
extent, within the control and subject to the 
discretion of the presiding judge, but the 
substantial right should neither be abridged 
nor denied.

Religious emotions control him altogether 
and in accordance with these ideas, which 
he has brooded over for the last week, he 
thinks that the only road to future happi- 
ness will be found at the end of the hemp 
rope., 

“Ot course, I would like to live if my 
freedom was given me, and it was made 
ail right with the law, but I wouldn't take 
that freedom if I could. I could have 
out of here Monday morning if I had kept 
Guiet and let them other boys go about 
heir plan to break out and take the keys.

That was the 
queerest thing I ever knew when he was 
offered his escape and refused it and not 
only refused it, but told us about the whole 
thing. I'll bet it never hanpened before and 
will never happen again.’’
